The public interest is bsst served, ana the most 
effective peam examination o ccors when, at the time an appHcaoon is being examine4 the Office is aware of and evaluates the 
teachings of all infonnaiara Each indtvidoal associated with the filing and prosecution of a patent 

application has a doty of candor and good feitti in dealing with the Office, which includes a durp to disclose to the Office all 
informattattlawwn lotto The duty to disclose infcnnaiion exists 

widx reject to each pending claim tmol the claim is canceled or wfthdtawn Srom candideradon, or the application becomes 
abandoned, Information material to the patentability of a claim that is canceled or withdrawn from consideration need not be 
submitted if the infc^ There

A prima facie case of unpatentability is established when the information compels a conclusion that a claim is unpatentable under the 
preponderance of evidence, burden-of-proof standard, giving each term in the claim its broadest reasonable construction consistent 
with the specification, and before any consideration is given to evidence which may be submitted in an attempt to establish a contrary 
conclusion of patentability.
